Transistor internals gurus: 


In learning about low-noise design, I've discovered that 
a major contributor to lousy noise figure is a transistor's 
base spreading resistance. This affects direct-conversion 
receiver audio preamps, where input source Z is 50 ohms. RF preamps 
too. 

Trouble is, very, very few transistor data sheets show 
base spreading resistance. I've also noticed that every PSPICE 
model i've seen defaults to "10 ohms" for this parameter. This 
means that PSPICE noise models often fail for low source Z. 
Typcial Rbb ranges from 50 ohms to 1000 ohms. 

So the question is, does anyone know an easy way to 
get the Rbb' base-spreading resistance out of the other data 
on a typical transistor data sheet?

Safety concerns demand that we consider other failure modes, some 
of which may not involve the radio or antenna at all. 


In a typical car, there are multiple points where uninsulated 
access to positive battery/alternator voltage is present. The way 
a car's electrical system is (mostly) designed, the point is moot, 
because the only "return" to the negative side of the power supply 
is through ground connections to the engine block or chassis. As 
long as an uninsulated connection to the positive side of the power 
supply is protected from contact with chassis ground, everything 
works just fine. 


However, we complicate things by stringing our own direct connection 
to the negative battery terminal through the car (sometimes all the 


way from one end to the other). If at any point that negative wire 
should come into contact with a connection to the positive side of 
the power supply, there could be trouble. As long as the wire's 
insulation holds out, that sort of contact should not be a problem, 
but we can't count on that--especially where contact with bare metal 
is concerned. Even if we were cocky enough to presume that there 
were no chance of our running our negative wire anywhere near a bare 
connection to the positive side of the battery/alternator combo, how 
could we be certain it wouldn't be moved there later? For example, 
what if a mechanic working under the hood some day decides to wrap 
our negative power lead around the starter relay, to get it out of 
the way? 


Albeit with frequent exceptions, cars' electrical systems are mostly 
designed with the assumption that connections to the negative side 
of the power supply will be made through chassis ground. If we take 
it upon ourselves to disturb that assumption by snaking a direct 
connection to the battery's negative lead through the car, we need 
to take the precaution of properly fusing that lead--regardless of 
whether there's a radio and antenna involved, or not.

When I suspect a difficult trouble shoot is at hand, one of the things I due 
in preparation is to photo copy the schematic, board layout and page(s) with 
the various adjustments.I find that by highlighting all of the 
semiconductors, (IC's, transistors etc.) it is extremely helpful and saves 
wear and tear on the service (assembly manual). As you can imagine, this kit 
creates a lot of wear and tear on the material as well as the hardy soul who 
attempts to assemble or repair it. 

Now it's time to check the VFO for our 4 to 5MHz RF waveform using my rusty, 
scratch that, I mean trusty BK scope. It's not in the specified range but I 
see that it;s running from 4.86 to 5.3MHz. Not being one to miss an 
opportunity to tweak, I try to pull the VFO in range using CE. At this point 
I decided to inject a signal at 7.Q040MHz at over 70Quvs and rock it back and 
forth a couple hundred KHz, nada. Well, time to return to basics. Even 
though I have access to good test equipment, I like to keep things simple 
until complicated becomes necessary. In this case I use the poor man's 
signal generator, a dental pick, my first index finger and my thumb. I then 
inject this myriad of noise into U4 pin2 (ouch) that's loud,U3 pini, ouch 
again. Good. I then look at the BFO Y6 using my scope, nothing. Time to turn 
off the rig and do another visual, ugh, another solder bridge between pins 7 
and 8. I continue on, never would have seen it without my mags. 

Yuk what's this, nothing in the BFO seems to match the schematic. I guess 
I'll draw what I see and go from there. Every thing matches up except pins 
6, 7, 4 and 1, wait a minute, pin 1 goes to a .001mf cap and the other end 
goes no where. Drat, there goes another wire, no, make that two. I 
originally had intended to mount the rig in a test jig so that every thing 
would be ridged and the--------- did I ever mention how much I like Teflon 
coated stranded wire? 

If I didn't know there were some of these in the field already working, I'd 
QUIT right here. The only thing I like better than Teflon wire is winding 
toroids. I now remove L4 and check it's windings and placement. Now a third 
wire breaks. two more bad connections found. Ugh, will it never end? 


I have made a decision, it's time to mount this puppy in a test jig. I have 
also made a decision to rewire the entire rig using a different kind of 
wire. Did I ever mention how much I liked----------------------
